How Skeletons are Made. 

La Monde de (a Science deseribes a factory 
which is said to be fiourishing at St. Denis, 
France. Within its wails human skeletons 
are “made’’in the following manner: The 
largest reom of the building is filled with 
enormous kettles, ir -which the bones of 
the corpses are boiled till the flesh is sep- 
arated from them. The skulls are prepared 
separately and in the most careful manner. 
One way of preparing the skulls of children 
and young people is to fill the hollow where 
the brains were situated with peas and then 
let the latter swell in water, which causes 
the most delicately joined bones to te 
without being injured. After all the bones 
have been carefully washed they are 
‘ bleached either by choral or by exposure to 
the sun, and are then joined in another de- 
partment of the factory and made flexible 
by means of brass wires. Most of th

THE New York Herald has been 
gathering the opinions of leading 
people in this country, male and 
female, about marriage and di- 
vorce. Such people as Bishop 
Whitehead, Joseph Cook, Presi- 
dent De Costa of the White Cross 
Society, Frances E. Willard, and 
some few others, are iu favor of a 
National law regulating divorce. 
Kate Field says that “Legislators 
had better beware how they put a 
premium en vice by forging the 
marital chain so tight as to make a 
separation too difficult,” and Annie 
Jenness Miller backs Miss Field up 
with the demand, “ Make the gate- 
way as wide as possible.” William 
S. Holman and Congressman Mc- 
Adoo assert that no National law 
is watited, as the regulation of 
marriage belongs exclusively to the 
field of State legislation. Marion 
Harland favors such amendment of 
the law as will forbid either of the 
divorced parties to marry again. 
Sarah K. Bolton, “having seen 
women and little children made 
dependent on charity through in- 
temperance and failure to support, 
can net think that infidelity should 
be the only cause for divorce.” 
Take it all in all, the weight of 
public sentiment is strongly in 
favor of either a National law reg- 
ulating divorce, or a uniform law 
in all the States, in accordance 
with which a woman legally mar- 
ried in one State would find her- 
self legally married in every State.

THE business failures for the 
quarter just ended are much larger 
in number than those during the 
same period last year, 3,569 against 
3,053. The liabilities did not in- 
crease in proportion with the num- 
ber of failures and the assets are 
about 50 per cent. of the liabilities. 
During the last four weeks, says 
the Philadelphia Press, the number 
of failures has fallen off as com- 
pared with a year ago. Consider- 
ing what the country has gone 
through in the past six months in 
the way of shrinkage of values, it 
is wonderful that there has been 
so little disturbance among busi- 
ness houses. 
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THe New York Railroad Ga- 
zette prints a table showing the 
progress of railroad building for 
1889, which falls far short of the 
estimates of the Chicago Railway 
Age heretofore mentioned in the 
Record. The Gazette reports 4,221 
miles under construction. 16,180 
miles surveyed, and 474 miles of 
track already laid. At this date 
last year about 1,000 miles of track 
had been laid. The inference from 
the Gazette’s figures is that the 
track-laying for 1889 will not ex- 
ceed that of 1888. 


THE general depression last year, 
of which there was so much com- 
piaint, was felt by the iron indus- 
try mainly in the demand for rail- 
read uses. This year, says the New 
York Tribune, with a larger con- 
sumption of domestic pig than has 
ever been recorded in any previous 
year, the demand for rails seems to 
be even smaller than in 1888, indi- 
cating that the consumption of 
ether iron must be above the high- 
est mark of preceding years.

Bioody Contest. 

San Antonio, Texas, May 2.—News 
has reached here of desperate fighting 
at Guanajuata, Mexico, in which 30 
soldiers and policemen and 200 rioters 
were killed. The trouble arose from 
the imprisonment of five Jesuit priests 
who had been delivering seditious ser- 


mons. The populace endeavored to 
secure them, when a fight occurred. 
The priests are still-in jail. 

Sr. Louis, May 2.—The following is 
a description of the mob and riot at La 
Luz, near Guanajuata, Mexico, a few 
days ago over the incarceration of five 
Jesuit priests who were stirring up the 
ignorant people against the Govern- 
ment, given by a prominent citizen of 
Guanajuata, who reached Texas yes- 
terday : 

It was nearly dark when the priests 
were imprisoned, but by that time-the 
street lamps were lighted and 12,000 
men surged against the walls of the 
jail, They attacked its heavy doors 
with pickaxes, stones, crowbars, heavy 
beams of wood, and some of them, in 
a wild frenzy, dashed their bleeding 
hands and heads against the massive 
walls. Many of them were armed, 
and in a short time a heavy fire was 
pouring Into the windows. The Mayor 
of Guanajuata who was inside was the 
first to fall. The policemen who 
rushed up in squads of two or three 
were remorselessly butchered, and in 
a short time more than _ twenty 
of them~ were lying dead on 
the pavement. A_ few scattered 
soldiers in the town were treated in a 
like manner. The mob whicls by this 
time was utterly unmanagfble, either 
by the government or priests who had 
incited it, now set fire to the jail doors, 
but, just as the inmates were about to 
surrender, 200 regular soldiers arrived 
on the double quick and formed across 
the street. The mob answered the 
order to disperse with yells and a dis- 
charge of fire-arms. The command 
to fire at once was given. Bullets at 
a fearfully short range swept through 
the mass of men, women and children 
like a sythe mowing them down in 
rows.. Still they came on and volley 
after volley crashed into them, only to 
cause those behind to spurn the dead 
bodies with their feet as they pressed 
forward. The streets were sticky with 
blood and the shallow gutters ran with 
it. In the meantime a number of in- 
surgents, armed with pistols and rifles, 
climbed upon the adjoining houses and 
the soldiers began to drop one by one. 
After a half hour’s continuous fighting 
a charge with bayonets was ordered, 
and when the front rank of the mob 
felt the steel the entire mob broke and 
disappeared through the alleys and 
by ways. 

Altogether more than 250 persons 
had been slain, by far the greater part 
of whom were miners and other Mex- 
ican laborers. The soldiers lost six- 
teen killed and wounded. Amongst 
the slain was a Lieutenant. The fire 
in the jail was quenched, and the five 
badly frightened priests were taken to 
Guanajuata for safe keeping. The

Good Heason for Uneasiness, 
Battrmore, May 2.—The steamship 
Weser sailed from here on April 17th 
for Bremen with 70 passengers, all in 
good health, and the officers here can- 
not credit the report that yellow fever 
broke out among them. They are in- 


clined to the opinion that it is a gas- 
tric fever. If it proves true, the fact 
may be accounted for through infec- 
tion in the freight received from the 
cargo of some steamer owned by the 
same company, plying between Bre- 
men and points on the Indian Ocean, 
South Pacitic and Australia. If this 
proves true, the Weser must have been 
infected on her last voyage from Bre- 
men, when she brought 1,500 immi- 
grants to this country, failing only of 
development because of the verv cold 
weather. This puts a very grave as- 
pect on the case, because of these .im- 
migrants with their baggage have been 
distributed all over this country. 

The agents of the vessel received the 
following from Bremen this morning: 
‘“The Weser passed Dover at 6 o’clock 
this morning—all well. First reports 
false.”” Two other Vessels named 
Weser, a bark and schooner, one of 
which was from a South American 
port and the fever was probably on it.

Samoan Conference Notes. 4 
Berim, May 1.—It is stated that 
the liberation of Malietoa, the deposed 
King of Samoa; has been voluntarily 
announced to the Samoan Conference.

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EXPERIMENTING WITH ‘TIES. 
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Different Minds of Wood Coated 
With Creosote. 

George Schaffer of Truckee is en- 
gaged in filling a special order for rail- 
road ties for the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. The order consists of sawing 
ties of ordinary dimensions, sixty each 
of red fir, white fir, yellow pine, sugar 
pine and tamarack. These, says the 


Republican, are to be sent to the cre- 
osote works near San Francisco and 
there coated with creosote. They will 
then be put in the road bed at differ- 
ent places and there tested as to dura- 
bility. Each kind of tie will have 
distinguishing marks so that at the 
end of a number oi years it can be 
ascertained which is the best kind 
of timber. The item of ties is 
an expensive one, as an ordinary 
pine tie will only last about five years 
on an average, and there are 2,7u0 
ties to the mile of road. Pine ties rot 
easily but they are better than red- 
weod, which, though they do not de- 
cay, are so soft that the continual pass- 
ing of heavy trains causes the rails to 
cut into the tie.

They Fought Each Other at Gettysburg 
and Meet After Many Years—An- 
anias and Mulhatten Outdone 
by Two Western Liars.

Science of the Brain. 

Paul Broca’s discovery that the brain is a 
congeries of organs, each having its special 
function, is being confirmed by later re- 
searches. Prof. Mathias Duval has had the 
opportunity of determining—by the post- 
mortem examination of eleven persons who, 
during life, had been accidentally deprived 
of the faculties of speech or the memory of 
words or certain letters of the alphabet— 
that the faculties of speech and memory of 
words reside in the second and third convo- 
lutions of the brain. In each case exam- 
ined there had been injury or disease of 
these convolutions, destroying their func- 
tiens. Comparing Gambetta’s brain with 
that of the late Dr. Bertillon, an eminent 
statesman, Duval and Chudzinsky found 
that in the brain of the former the third or 
** Broca’s convolution ’’--as the speech-cen- 
ter is now called—is extremely developed, 
while in Bertlillon’s it is reduced to its most 
simple expression. Gambetta was active and 
loquacious; Bertillon reticent and retiring— 
the oratorical qualities of the two men were 
diametrically opposite, and this result is 
now seen to be due to the physical confor- 
mations of their respective brains.
